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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that there is no mention in Sheem 
of crystalline carbon micro-particles is not persuasive, given that the patentees specifically teach that "[t]he carbon core may be a large 
single particle with a diameter of 1 to 75 urn or miniscule particles, that is primary particles with a diameter of 0.1 to 30 urn." See col. 5 line 
55 et seq. The argument that neither Sheem nor Miyabashi describe an active material comprising both carbon micro-particles and semi- 
crystalline carbon is not persuasive; see the August 31, 2007 Office on page 4, where it is asserted that "[t]he shell, disclosed as both semi- 
crystalline and crystalline, comprises crystalline carbon micro-particles and semi-crystalline carbon." 
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
